a widow. Just for the record, 
she dropped in to visit with the 
Canada* one night, and stayed. 
But I hear by the grapevine she 
was found with a bedty injured 
mate. Her mate probably 
disappeared in the direction of 
someone's kitchen, and the 
same folks quietly put the hen 
over the fence into my Back 40. 


Here's an odd fact about 


wildlife. You would think* wild 
Brant goose would take up with 
the wild Canadas, but not so. 
Instead, she shuns the Canadas 
and sticks close to my pair of 
white domestic geese, of the 
Baden variety, I believe. 


When I had only the original 


pair of Canada* the boss pair 
were the white domestics, the 
Emden gander running about » 
pounds, against a Canada's II. 
The domestic geese ate first, 
and brooked no interference- 
jerking at the tail feathers of 
anyone beating them to the com 
trough. 


But when the Canadas 


produced four goslings in 1971, 
and another hatching this year 
to bring the Canada army up to 
9, matters changed instantly.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A na- 


tionwide sampling of Democrat- 
ic party leaders shows most 
are wary of any sudden shake- 
up in party leadership, particu- 
larly the firing of party chair- 
man Jean Westwood. 


For the time being at least, 


most are Inclined to need 
George McGovern's advice to 
wait. 


Mrs. Westwood, McGovern's 


personal choice for national 
chairman, has become the cen- 
ter of a struggle for party con- 
trol In the wake of McGovern's 
landslide loss to President Nix- 
on hi last week's presidential 
election. *«. has slid she will 
not step down'voluntarily. 


But Tuesday McGovern ad- 


vised caution in overturning ei- 
ther the party leadership or the 
controversial party reforms for 
which he is largely responsible. 


"It would be a mistake to do 


things so quickly before final 
assessments of the election are 
completed," McGovern said at 


a news conference in the Virgin 
Islands where he is vacation- 
ing. 


An Associated Press survey 


of Democratic governors, con- 
gressional delegations and local 
party officials revealed a gen- 
eral feeling that some changes 
are needed but no consensus on 
what they should be. 


Of some 100 party leaders 


surveyed, the biggest bloc gave 
a "no comment" or "un- 
decided" reply to questions on 
Mrs. Westwood's future. But 
many of those now undecided 
might make up their minds be- 
fore the first showdown Dec. ff 
when the Democratic National 
Committee meets. •

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - An 


inmate at Tucker Intermediate 
Reformatory said Tuesday that 
Robert G. Britton, Tucker su- 
perintendent, struck him three 
times when he was captured 
last year after failing to return 
to the prison from a work fur- 
lough. 


Britton testified Monday that 


he had struck Cox with his 
open hand, but said he had 
done so only once or twice.

WASHINCfTON (AP) - Pen- 


tagon sources say the United 
States has turned over more 
than 800 planes and helicopters 
to the South Vietnamese Air 
Force in its effort to build up 
the force before a cease-fire. 


These sources report the rush 


buildup of South Vietnam's mil- 
itary equipment, principally for 
its air force, is just about com- 
plete. 


That speedup was set in mo- 


tion late last month, shortly 
after it was disclosed by both 
North Vietnam and the United 
States that a tentative cease- 
fire agreement would, among 
other things, bar introduction of 
military gear on either side ex- 
cept as replacements. 


The North Vietnamese also 


were reported gearing up an ef- 
fort to push more equipment 
and materiel to the Communist 
forces in South Vietnam before 
a cease-fire. 


Pentagon officials said the 


more than 600 additions bring 
the South Vietnamese air force 


to nearly 1,850 aircraft and 
helicopters. 


This is short of Secretary of 


Defense Melvin R. Laird's goal, 
which had contemplated a force 
of about 2,100 by the end of 
next year, if the war continued 
without a cease-fire. 


But the South Vietnamese air 


force still will be one of the big- 
gest in the world. 


The more than 600 planes a/id 


helicopters flown into South 
Vietnam from the United States 
and 
allied countries were 


transferred from U.S. stocks in 
Southeast Asia and are esti- 
mated to be worth more than 
$300 million. 


In addition, millions of dol- 


lars worth of ground-force 
equipment has been flown to 
South Vietnam and nearly 30 
tanks have been shipped hy sea 
from repair depots in Japan. 
Most details on ground-force 
materiel furnished to the South 
Vietnamese during the rush ef- 
fort were not disclosed.

make six no-trump. He will 
grab the first heart and take 
a successful club finesse. 
Then he will knock out the 
ace of spades and run off 
good tricks. 


This will only bring him to 


11 but in Utopia the defense 
will collapse and somehow 
or other he will make the 
12th trick with a low heart 
or diamond. 


In this mundane sphere 


South had best settle tor nine 
or 10 tricks. He should start 
by ducking the first heart but 
will have to win the second. 


He should note from the 


play of the hearts that West 
holds at least four cards in 


that suit. Therefore, South 
can afford to let West get in 
right away but he can't af- 
ford to let him get in later 
on. 


If West holds the king of 


clubs he can't score with it, 
but if he holds the ace of 
spades there is no way to 
take that trick away from 
him. 


Therefore at trick three 


South should play his king 
of spades. If West takes his 
ace his tooth will have been 
pulled. South will win the 
next heart; lose the club 
finesse and make four no- 
trump. 


If West d u c k s the first 


spade South should abandon 
the spade suit. He should go 
right after the clubs and be 
sure of his contract against 
any and all card combina- 
tions.

U.S. planes pound H. Vietnam's panhandle 


SAIGON 'API - U.S. planes 


gave North Vietnam's southern 
panhandle its hardest pounding 
in months Tuesday and today, 
hitting at the supply buildup 
there with more than 300 fight- 
er-bomber strikes and more 
than 30 B32 missions. 


It was the largest number of 


fighter-bomber strikes against 
North Vietnam in a 24-hour pe- 
riod since Oct. 14. But the 320 
strikes flown then were spread 
over much of the country, while 
those on Tuesday were concen- 
trated in the southern third be- 
cause of the suspension on Oct. 
22 of bombing above the 20th 
parallel. 


The escalation of air attacks 


on the panhandle began Nov. 9 
and in six days U.S. fighter- 
bombers have made more than 
1,290 strikes in the region, an 
average of more than 200 a 
day.

fore a cease-fire, and U.S.

"They are trying to increase 
their supply flow to their forces 
in the South." 


The U.S. Command reported 


heavy damage to North Viet- 
nam Tuesday, with 38 supply 
trucks,

bridges, 20 railroad cars, and 
nine artillery guns destroyed or 
damaged. 


U.S. military sources said the 


B52 raids in the panhandle 
have been "real effective." One 


source said a mission two days 
ago set off 60 secondary ex- 
plosions, indicating that a big 
ammunition dump was de- 
stroyed.

Vietnam's Foreign 


Ministry claimed that in the 
last three days American 
planes had heavily bombed the 
Do Luong dam and hydroelect- 
ric plant in Nghe An Province 
and had carpet-bombed towns 
and villages in civilian areas 
across five North Vietnamese 
provinces.

Apollo 17 astronwts tofln pr«f//fhf mttffca/ isolation 


CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 


— The Apollo 17 astronaut! be- 
gin three weeks of preflight 
medical isolation today while 
launch crews start the final 
major rocket and spaceship 
tests for a Dec. 6 blastoff to the 
moon. 


The isolation, in which the as- 


tronauts' movements and con- 
tacts are restricted, is to min- 
imize exposure to disease or ill- 
ness that could delay the last 
mission in the Apollo series. 


Early today the launch crew 


began a week-long rehearsal 
duplicating every phase of the 
final countdown starting Nov. 
30. The initial part of the test is 
to end next Monday with a sim- 
ulated liftoff at 9:53 p.m. EST, 
the departure time on launch 
day. 


Next Tuesday, with fuel 


drained from the rocket as a 
safety measure, Apollo 17 as- 
tronauts Eugene A. Ceman, Dr. 
Harrison H. Schmitt and Ron- 
ald E. Evans will board their 
command ship to run through 


the final 2'/i hours of the coun- 
tdown. 


Starting today the astronauts 


and their backup crew are re- 
stricted to three areas at the 
Kennedy Space Center-Die 
crew 
living quarters, 
the 


training building and 
the 


launch pad. They also will 
make one or two trips to near- 
by Patrick Air Force Base for 
proficiency flying in Jet planes. 


During this period, only 109 


persons, mainly training and 


launch personnel, are author- 
ized to work directly with the 
spacemen. Many will have min- 
imal contact and some none at 
all unless necessary. 


The wives of Ceman and 


Evans are included on the list 
and will be permitted to visit 
their husbands in the crew's 
quarters when they travel to 
Cape Kennedy four days before 
the launch. Ceman's and 
Evans' young children will be 
permitted to talk to their astro- 
naut fathers through a glass 


partition. 


Schmitt is not married. 
The astronauts and author- 


ized contacts have provided de- 
tailed medical histories, sub- 
mitted to medical examinations 
and have been immunized 
against nine common diseases. 


The preflight isolation was in- 


itiated after Apollo 13 crew 
member Thomas K. Mattingly 
had to be replaced n day before 
launch because he had been ex- 
posed to German measles.

Dear Dr. Lamb—Is it true 


or an old wives tale that 
babies born to women in 
their change of life are men- 
tally deficient? I was born 
when my mother was 42 and 
approaching her change. 
After the birth of my last 
child (a 10-pounder), the 
doctor ordered a diabetes 
test and I was told that I had 
a tendency to become dia- 
betic. Would this affect the 
problem that I always bleed 
too much (after childbirth 
and operations)? 


Dear Reader—It is true 


that if you take a group of 
babies born to older women, 
as opposed to a group of 
babies born to younger wom- 
en, that there will be a few 
more abnormalities in the 
babies of older women. This 
does not mean, however, that 
because a person is born to 
an older woman he will nec- 
essarily be mentally defec- 
tive, or have any problems. 
N a t u r e planned things so 
that women have an easier 
time with birth and a greater 
likelihood of a normal birth 
in their earlier years. 


One theory that has been 


advanced for this is that at 
birth a woman has all of the 
basic cells to form all of the 
ova ((eggs) that she will re- 
lease in her lifetime. Thus, 
when she gets to be 40 years 
old, the egg that matures for 
pregnancy is 
considerably 


older than the egg that was 
ready for pregnancy when 
she was 20 years old. This 
same problem doesn't occur 
in men, since each one of 
the sperm cells is a newly 
formed cell and therefore is 
always young. 


A high percentage of 


women who give birth to 
large children do have dia- 
betes. Most doctors test all 
women, who birth a large 
child, for diabetes. 


Being a diabetic would 


not affect the bleeding tend- 


ency. This is an e n t i r e l y 
separate matter, related to 
blood-clotting mechanisms 


Dear Dr. Lamb— Is leuko 


plakia a term that is synony- 
mous with cancer of the 
mouth or is it only a condi- 
tion that may lead to can- 
cer? Is there any relation- 
ship between leukoplakia 
and leukemia? Also, is there 
any danger of transmitting 
leukoplakia from one person 
to another through use of 
silverware and other eating 
utensils? 


Dear Reader — Leukoplakia 


m e a n s white plaque. It is 
somewhat like a scarred area 
composed of fibrous tissue. 
It usually occurs because of 
an i n j u r y, for e x a m p 1 e, 
chronic irritation in a pipe 
smoker or because of 
changes in the skin asso- 
ciated with metabolic differ- 
ences. You can have a leuko- 
plakia on the mouth or lip 
and leukoplakias can also oc- 
cur elsewhere, lor example 
in post menopausal women 
over the e x t c r n a 1 genital 
area. 


They are not cancerous, 


but a reasonable number of 
these, particularly on the 
lip, that reflect chronic irri- 
tation can subsequently de- 
velop cancer. A c a n c e r is 
merely a c h a n g e in cell 
growth that is out of control 
and the cell growth mecha- 
nism literally runs wild. Leu- 
koplakias are often' consid- 
ered as "pre-cancerous." For 
this reason, some doctors 
like to remove them. Leuko- 
plakia of the lip of this sort 
has no relationship to leu- 
kemia and leukoplakias no 
not transmit any diseases.

•'Up in Boulder Flat, some- 


one hooked a four-wheel drive 
vehicle onto the porch of one of 
the log cabins and Jerked it 
away from the building," said 
Lee Symmonds, historian of 
Mono County, in east-central 
California. 


"It used to be that people 


hiked or drove into these places 
to take a few pictures and to 
poke around a bit. Most of 
them still probably do. But ev- 
ery year we sec more and 
more vandalism," he said in an 
interview. 


One reason is the soaring 


market value for antiques such 
as bottles, kerosene lamps and 
miner's tools. 


Symmonds said he once 


caught thieves dismantling a 
gold mill that had been donated 
to the Mono County Museum. 


Burglars took $2.000 worth of 


artifacts from a miner's mu- 
seum, "the small items like 
whisky bottles, mustache cups 
and an opium scale, that have 
u high value and are easily 
sold," said Clyde Newlin, a dis- 
trict supervisor of the Califor-

"The pot hunters 
might find the place if you 
write about it, and then they'd 
dismantle it, piece by piece by 
piece."

The charge 
seems effective among Band's 
conservative middle-class sup- 
porters. 
Band's rapid dimb to 


prominence is almost un- 
equalled in West German politi- 
cal history. But though he has 
made his mark as an ex- 
tremely capable politician, be 
trails Brandt in personal popu- 
larity. One reason, Band's 
critics say. is that the rugged, 
chancellor makes a wanner, 
moreauthoritativelroprasiion. 


Band was the son of a 


schoolmaster in Braunsberg, 
now part of Poland. He ended 
World War II as a navy flier 
lieutenant and gained a law 
doctorate from Cologne Un- 
iversity. 


He entered politics in 1H» 


after starting a civil service ca- 
reer, and first gained notice as 
an ardent anti-Communist. He 
founded a "save freedom" 
group in the'90s which accused 
hundreds of intellectuals of 
being Red. 
Band got a Cabinet post at 


31, serving a year as minister 
for all-German affairs under 
Chancellor Konrad Adenauer. 
He 
became 
parliamentary 


Boor4eader of his party in 1M4 
and made his mark as a tough 
organiser and tactician. 


There were some setback*. 


He backed Ludwig Erhard for 
the chancellorship in ISfii when 
word went out that Konrad 
Adenauer was thinking of step- 
ping down. The old chancellor 
changed his mind, leaving the 
Erhwd-Bariel faction in the 
cold. 


Barzel was criuhingly de- 


feated in a IMS bid to be the 
party's candidate for chan- 
cellor. 


He finally made it a year ago 


when the party elected him 
chairnw in place of former 
Chancellor Kurt-Georg Kiesi- 
ngar. 


Party members longingly re- 


member the undisputed sway it 
held under Adenauer, revered 
as West Germany's founding 
chancellor 


There is speculation Barzel 


may not last long if he fails to 
reinstate the party, which lost 
to Brandt's coalition in IMS 
after 20 unbroken years of rule.
